— Surgeon 
General George M. Sternberg has made 
bis report* to tile secretary of war.

The. number of medical officers, 192, 
allowed’by law to the army is inade­ 
quate in time of peace. The insuffi­ 
ciency til time of war was met by the 
assignment of over Hoi) contract sur­ 
geons. " The very small proportion of 
medical officers having experience of a 
military character impaired the effi­ 
ciency tot' the department at the outset, 
hut some became efficient. 
No provision was made for hospital 
corps men for the volunteer troops ex­ 
cept that which empowered the secre­ 
tary of war to enlist as inauy privates 
ct the hospital corps as the service may 
require. Over ti,UU) were employed, 
also over 1,700 female nurses. 
Immediately upon the declaration of 
war, April 21, steps were taken to ob­ 
tain medical 8W?Pile8 for the new volun­ 
teer army. The manufacture was expe­ 
dited w«th the utmost dispatch Some 
of the states were asked to assist, which 
t h e y d i d , but of hers had no equipment 
to offe*.

Whenever notice was received from 
the adjutant geueraPs office that com­ 
mands were to bd moved or camps 
fanned* Aho surgeon general said he en­ 
deavored to anticipate the wauts of the 
troops by telegraphing to the officer in 
charge of the nearest supply depot to 
forti&rd supplifs for the stated number 
pf men*

In his opinion the reduction of the 
age limit from 21 to 18 years and the 
haste with which the volunteer regi­ 
ments were organized aud mustered 
into the service were responsible for 
much of tile sickness which was re 
ported in the early days of their camp 
lite. 
AU military experience shows 
dhat young men under 21 years break 
down readily under the strain of war 
.service, aud every regiment had many 
of these youths in its ranks. Men were 
admitted by medical examiners who 
were^afterwards found not tit and ar 
raugenieiits had to be made for their 
discharge. 
The cites of certain of the camps have 
been instanced in tne newspapers as the 
canso of thdsickness which was devel­ 
oped l&'them. Not the site*, he said, 
but the manner of its occupation must 
Ibe held responsible for toe general 
spread of disease among the troops 
April 26, 1898, he issued circular Mo. I, 
I impressing upon medical officers their 
tespohtiinnty in sanitary matters and 
the necessity for a strict sanitary po­ 
lice, i particularly in the care of the 
sink*.v and in the preservation of the 
camp area from contamination.

weakened by dissipation they would not 
have succumbed »o readily to the other 
•influence which affected them.

were the results of malarial, typhoid 
aud yellow fever, from which the army

General IJeorge M. Sternberg hits made 
his report-to the secretary of war. 
It 
relate#mainly to the work of th^ rnedl* 
rat lairds during the war. 
Following 
are some of the more important feat­ 
ures of the report iu part: 
The plumber of medical officers, 192, 
allowed by law to the army is inade­ 
quate in time of peace. The insuffi­ 
ciency In time of war was met by the 
assignment of over Hot) contract sur­ 
geons. *' The very small proportion of 
medical officers having experience of a 
military character impaired the effi- 
cienuy^of the departm ent at the outset, 
but some became efficient. 
No provision was made for hospital 
corps men for the volunteer troops ex­ 
cept that which empowered the secre­ 
tary of war to enlist as many privates 
cf the hospital corps as tile service may 
require, 
over H,00J were employed, 
also over 1,700 female nurses. 
Immediately upon the declaration of 
war, April 21, steps were taken to ob­ 
tain medical supplies for the new volun­ 
teer army, ^fhe manufacture was expe­ 
dited w*th the utmost dispatch Some 
of tile states were asked to assist, which 
th e y did, bat ochers had no equipment 
to oft'e?. 
Whenever notice was received from 
the adjutant general’s office that com 
mauds'* were to bd moved or camps 
formed), -the surgeon general said he en 
(ieavorsd to anticipate the wants of the 
troops by telegraphing to the officer in 
charge of the nearest supply depot to 
forward supplies for the stated number 
pf men- 
.ti 
In his opinion the reduction of the 
age limit from 21 to 18 years and the 
haste with which the voluuteer regi­ 
ments were organized aud mustered 
lute the service were responsible for 
much of tile sickness which was re 
p o rted m the early days of their camp 
life. 
AU military experience shows 
ghat, young men under 21 years break 
dew if readily under the strain of war 
service, aud every regim ent had many 
pf these youths iu its rauks. 
Men were 
admitted by medical examiners who 
w ere,lefter wards fount! not bt and ar­ 
rangements had to be made for their 
discharge. 
The SKes of certain of the camps have 
been instanced in tne newspapers as the 
cause of the sickness which was devel­ 
oped la-thein. 
Not the site*, he said, 
but the m anner of its occupation must 
the held responsible for tne general 
spread of disease among the troops. 
Apfft 25, 1898, he issued circular No. I, 
, impressing upon medical officers their 
responsibility in sanitary matters and 
the iHfccessity tor a strict sanitary po­ 
lice, .particularly in the care of the 
sink*,»and in the preservation of the 
camp area from contamination. But the 
density of the military population on 
the area of these contracted camp pre­ 
vented the possibility of good sanitary 
com Ilium. 
I'radically nothing was done to make 
the, men comlortaole or to remedy the 
insanitary conditions until these were 
brought to the attention of the secre­ 
tary of war oy inspectors sent out from 
the war department. 
Then the camps 
held for so long were abandoned, but 
uoi belore them anilestationsot typhoid 
infection were rue in them. New sites 
were carefully selected, 
reg.mental 
camps were expanded, company tent­ 
age increased aud Loard flooring pro­ 
vided’.^ Then, for tne first time, the 
troops went into camps suitable for con­ 
tinued occupation. 
I Jut* prominent cause of the increase 
of sickness in the early camps has been 
commented upon by only a few of tne 
medical officers. 
These cite the preva­ 
lence of drunkenness and of venereal 
discases due to the facilities aud temp­ 
tations attorned by the proximity of 
cities to larger camps. 
They hold that 
if the systems of the men had not been 
weakened by dissipation they would not 
have succumbed so readily to the other 
influence which aff ected them. 
It was typhoid fever which broke 
down the stieugth of the commands 
generally, the outbreak becoming dis­ 
tinctly manifest in July. 
Sporadic 
cases appeared iii most of the regiments 
in May and June, these cases having 
been brought in many instances from 
the state camps. 
it is well known to the medical pro­ 
fession that this fever is propagated by 
a cjutaim nated water 
supply, 
ihe 
great prevalence of this disease in an 
aggravated form in toe corps of the 
civil War was due to die use of surface 
and shallow well waters infected by ty­ 
phoid excreta, lo prevent transmission 
by the water supply he recommended 
Abe use of boden aud filtered water 
when a pure spring supply could not be 
obtained.

strength of 187,16s men, there were 
1,715 deaths from sickness—640 of 
typhoid fever, 97 of malarial fever aud

“ The death rates tor May and June, 
46 aud 70, were not in ext ess of those 
of the army in the time of peace. 
In 
J illy the rate became somewhat higher 
than that of most well cared for cities, 
2.15 for the mouth, or the equivalent of 
an annual rate of 25.80 per 1,000 living. 
Iii August it became excessive, 4.08 tor 
the month, equal to an annual rate of 
48.96 per EOM). 
In September the in­ 
fluence of the energetic measure taken, 
in July aud August, to improve the 
health of the army becomes manifest 
iii the falling of the death rate to 2.45, 
or the equivalent of an annual rate of 
29.4a. 
The same progression to an 
acme in August with a sudden fall in 
September is seen. 
••This is exceedingly gratifying aud 
must be credited, as stated, to the sani­ 
tary measures adopted, for our experi­ 
ence in the Civil war demonstrates that 
in the absence o f these measures the 
high ratio of August would have been 
continued for many months to come.” 
He praised very highly the work of 
the Red Cross society, National Relief 
commission, headquarter rn Philadel­ 
phia, and Massachusetts Volunteer Aid 
association, headquarters in Philadel­ 
phia.

If all factories east of the Rocky moun­ 
tains were rn operation today the de­ 
mand for pipe would be only 30 per 
cent of the product. Those who are able 
to produce extraordinary large pipe are 
the only ones who have an opportunity 
to recover the losses they sustain in 
making smaller sizes.

To d o department of the postoffice 
work is more time and attention devoted 
by tile present administration than to 
the rural delivery. First Assistant Post­ 
master General Heath is constantly de­ 
vising improvements in the service, and 
be is ably seconded by Superintendent 
of Free Delivery A. W. Machen. 
Mr. 
Macben has ordered the trial for experi­ 
ment in free rural delivery, which, if it 
realizes what is claimed for it, will lit­ 
erally establish a postoffice on wheels 
for every country community contigu­ 
ous to a country town of moderate size. 
Mr. Macben selected the town of 
Westminster as the central point of bis 
experiment. He closed a contract where 
by Mr. Edwin A. Shriver, for $1,375 
per annnm, binds himself to make a 
tear daily, except Sunday, over a cir­ 
cuit of more than 30 miles, collecting 
arid delivering letters and mail of every 
other kind, issuing aud paying out mon­ 
ey orders, registering aud delivering reg­ 
istered letters—in a word, performing 
for the farmers in the vicinity of West- 
minstei all the functions performed by 
the postmaster at Westminster. 
Mr. 
Shriver is to furnish a two horse cover- ; 
ed wagon, the necessary assistance in 
the way of driver and postal clerk, and 
is to establish a peram bulator postal 
service. 
Hew has designed a wagon ex­ 
pressly for The service, not unlike the 
wagons employed in some of the larger 
cities used for collecting the mail aud j 
preparing it for forwarding en route. 
Mr. Ehriver’s wagon will leave West- : 
minster at 7 o’clock every morning ex­ 
cept Sunday. Before that hour the last 
mail from Baltimore and the east has 
arrived. The local mails from the west I 
and the star ioute mails are also in the j 
office, and the mail for his route has 
been sorted out. He drives first to Friz 
zellsburg, which is 4% 
miles from 
Westminster. 
Here be delivers all the 
mail for that office, and takes up the 
mail intended for all the other points on 
his route, including Westminster. 
His 
next stopping point is Wakefield, 5 
m ilesdistant; then Medford, 2% miles; 
then Avondale, 2% miles; then War- 
fieldsburg, 3 miles; then Smallwood, 4 
miles; theu Sandy Mount, 4 miles; 
then Carrollton, 2 miles, and thence 
back to Westminster, 4 miles, making 
a total circuit of 31% miles. This is the 
circuit mapped out for the first or ex­ 
perimental route. If it succeeds similar 
routes will be established all over the 
country. Mr. Shrivers wagon has been 
built for him by the government, and 
it is a provision of bis contract that if 
the plat* proves to be feasible the gov­ 
ernment will pay him a fixed sum for 
every wagon it builds for future routes. 
It w ill require 9 or IO hours for Mr. 
Shriver to make bis route. 
He w ill re­ 
turn to Westminster every evening in 
time to catch the mail trains east and 
west. There are eight postoffices on bis 
route. 
At every postoffice he will ex­ 
change mails. Thus, at Frizzellsburg he 
leaves the mail from Westminster for 
that office and for all the little offices 
between those two towns. He takes with 
him all mail from Frizzellsburg and the 
intermediate 
points between it aud 
Westminster intended for other points 
on his route and all the railroad mail. 
As the service now exists, all matter for 
the points on the route are brought first 
to Westminster by the star routes and 
the railroads, and then sent out again. 
For example, a letter mailed today at 
Frizzellsburg for Smallwood goes back 
to Westminster, and is tomorrow de­ 
livered at its destination. 
Under the 
new system, Mr. Shrivers wagon picks 
up the letter at Frizzellsburg and car­ 
ries it directly to Smallwood, deliver­ 
ing it a few hours after it has been 
mailed. 
Matter can be mailed at any point 
along the route where a person meets 
the mail wagon. Matter will be deliver­ 
ed at any point along the route where 
the person desiring his letters delivered 
will put up a suitable mail box. 
Every 
farmer living within a mile or two of 
the route eau put up a box with his 
name plainly marked on it, ami Mr. 
Shriver will drop all mail intended for 
him in this box. 
There will also be 
made arrangements by which the wagon 
will collect all letters left in these 
boxes. 
It is intended that farmers de­ 
siring to adopt this easy method of re­ 
ceiving or sending mail will provide 
Mr. Shriver with a duplicate key to 
their letter box, so that he can unlock 
the box and take out letters to be for­ 
warded. 
Villages along the route that 
have no postoffice oan thus supply them­ 
selves with a daily postal service. Farm­ 
ers living along the route thus have a 
quick communication with one another, 
which is impossible under the old sys­ 
tem. 
Money orders and registered let­ 
ters will be delivered by Mr. thriver, 
and he will be appointed a postal clerk 
to authorize him to issue money orders 
and registered letters. 
It the project 
turns out successfully, ss the depart­ 
ment 
believes it will, every farmer 
along the route will have as complete a 
daily postal service as the resident of 
eny city.—New York Journal.

HERO OF P R IN C E T O N . 


A r t h u r P o e 1**11* H ow H r C a m e to 
f lu } F o o l Pal I. 
Arthur Poe, the hero of the Prince­ 
ton-Yale game. tells rn the New York 
World how he came to play football. 
He says: 
"I suppose I started playing football 
because my brothers before me played. 
Their glowing accounts of the Yale- 
Princeton game? inspired me, aud I 
longed for an opportunity to take part 
in such a contest. It hardly seemed pos­ 
sible to me then, bot it was one of my 
boyish ambitions to do that very thing. 
The first playing I did was in the streets 
ami lots around Baltimore, when I went 
to the Boys Latin school there. 
We 
used to get an old association ball aud 
kick it around without any science, 
rules or system, but I rallier, liked the 
sport. 
Later when the present game 
came into vogue I got on the scnool 
team, w h e re I played full back three 
years. 
‘‘In 1896 I came to Princeton univer­ 
sity and entered among the candidates 
for tho team. 
It took me till the third 
year to make the varsity, aud on Satur­ 
day, Nov. 12, the dream of my boyhood 
days was realized. 
My brothers had 
drilled into me the rudimentary princi­ 
ple that a player should keep his eye on 
the ball and follow it constantly. I had 
tried to follow their advice, and that 
was my preparation for the share I had 
iii our victory Saturday. The other part 
of the thing was the opportunity afford­ 
ed by Yale’s fumble. 
When the ball 
slipped out of Durston’s hands, I was 
not far away and soon got it, but then I 
had no idea of making a long run. 
Al­ 
most automatically I picked it up and 
started for Yale’s goal. 
When I saw a 
clear field before me, I was intoxicated 
with my own feelings, aud I don’t know 
for the life of me what I thought or how 
I ran. 
"My ankle was lame, but I did not 
mind that. The first thing I knew Mof- 
fatt and Lea and my brothers and other 
Princeton men were falling over me as 
soon as the touchdown was made. 
Of 
course I was right glad. I was perfectly 
happy when the whistle blew for the 
last time, and Yale had not scored and 
the dream of my youth had been more 
than realized. ’’ 


WOOL FROM PINE TREES. 


Nev* ln d u « tr> A b o u t to B e L a u n c h e d 
In th e S ta te o f O reg o n . 
Most men would ae soon think of 
gathering figs off thistles as wool off 
pine trees, yet that is just what the pro­ 
moters of a new Oregon industry pro­ 
pose to do. 
Mr. aud Mrs. D. A. Cords 
are establishing a plant at G rant’s Pass 
for the manufacture of pine needles into 
a fabric very like woolen cloth. 
There 
is nothing new in this industry. It has 
been carried on in Europe for years, but 
never before has it occurred to any one 
that in the forest of Oregon is better 
material and more of it for the manu­ 
facture of pine wool than anyplace else 
in the world. 
Mr. and Mrs. Cords are enthusiasts, 
but are practical minded withal and do 
not purpose to start in on too large a 
scale. 
They intend first to make mate­ 
rial of the consistency of excelsior for 
mattresses; aftet that they will manu­ 
facture the cotton which is used for un­ 
derclothing, bandages and other pur­ 
poses where a soft and pliable fabric is 
required. Only the inner fabric of the 
needles can be used for the latter, aud 
the process is expensive, but no more so 
than that of the manufacture of lamb’s 
wool. 
Mrs. Cords is familiar with tin* proc­ 
ess of manufacturing fabrics from pine 
needles in Germany and France, and in 
a visit to Oregon something more than a 
year ago it occurred to ber that the pine 
trees here were better suited to the pur­ 
poses of manufacture than those of the 
continent. 
A little investigation con­ 
vinced her that it would be worth while 
to try the experiment, and, with the as­ 
sistance of her husband, she started a 
small factory at G rant’s Pass. Machine­ 
ry of the proper kind was not to be had, 
aud it was necessary to send to Europe 
for it 
This caused a delay, and when 
the machinery arrived it proved useless. 
—San Francisco Examiner.

" It is likely," flays Walter S. Logan, 
attorney for the Delaware Indians, 
"that the United States will soon see 
the last of them. The Delawares have a 
peculiar history. 
They met William 
Penn upon bis arrival aud with them 
he negotiated the iamon- treaty. 
They 
stood as a solid wall between European 
settler.- on the ea st and the ferocious In­ 
dian trilies on the west. 
They were 
kuown as ‘peaceful' Indians, ever ready 
to defend their rights, if necessary. 
when attacked, but never provoking 
trouble nor making an attack them­ 
selves It is doubtful whether the early 
English settlements in the United Staten 
could have been maintained if it had 
not been for their friendship. 
‘Logan, 
the friend of the white m an,’ was a 
Delaware chief. 
"O riginally the Delawares and the 
kindred Algonquin tribes occupied more 
than two-thirds of 
all the territory 
which constituted the original United 
{States, from the Peuobscots to the Sa­ 
vannahs and away beyond tho Allegha- 
nies toward the Mississippi, and they 
numbered ne arly I OU, (JOO souls. 
Euro­ 
pean civilization, ever pressing them on 
the east, drove them westward and west­ 
ward, until finally what were left of 
them were peaceably settled in Kansas, 
where the treaty was made in 1866. 
"The Delawares 
had 
been 
loyal 
through the c ivil war and many of the 
tribe served with honor and distinction 
in the Union army. The Cherokees, on 
the other hand, sided with the south. 
The white men wanted the Delaware 
country in Kansas, aud the fact that 
the Delaware braves had stood side by 
side with them in defense of the Union 
was not strong enough to protect them. 
But this land bad been solemnly guar­ 
anteed to the Delawares by the United 
States, and the faith of the nation was 
behind the Delaware title. 
Again the 
Delawares proved themselves the friends 
of the white man. 
Fertile as was their 
new found borne on the plains of Kan­ 
sas. much as they had become attached 
to it. they consented to move again. So 
the treaty of 1800 was made. 
"A suit is now pending in the United 
States court of claims and will be tried 
this winter to determine the rights of 
the parties under the contract. The 
Delawares claim that as they bought 
and paid for two things—to wit, land 
and the privileges of citizenship—they 
are entitled to both. 
The Cherokees 
claim that the Delawares must put 
their land back into the common pool 
and divide up with the Cherokees. 
" Whatever the result of this snit,” 
continued Mr. Logan, "th e Delawares 
have determined that they will shake 
the dust of the United States from the 
soles of their moccasins. They foresee 
that the Indian Territory is soon to he 
opened up to the white man. 
They are 
not strong enough to resist the terrible 
and constant pressure. They have the 
best lauds in the United States, and the 
white man is bound to have them. The 
offer of citizenship and the privilege of 
voting contained in the recently passed 
Cnrtis bill have no allurements for the 
Delaware. 
He bas had too much expe­ 
rience with the white man. The Mexi­ 
can republic, our sister on the south, 
asks the Delawares to transfer their 
allegiance, and offers to welcome them 
to hospitable homes. 
A tract of land 
arc m id the mouth of the Yaqui river on 
the gulf of California, in the state of 
Sonora, fertile as the valley of the Nile, 
aud in a climate where life is worth 
living, has been offered if they will 
come and cultivate it. The leading men 
of the tribe visited this country and re­ 
ported strongly in its favor. 
There 
seems to be little doubt that they will 
move to Sonora as fast as they can sell 
out their interests in the United States. 
"The republic of Mexico has dealt 
more kindly with her Indians than the 
United States," said Mr. Logan. "O ur 
fathers wiped the Indians off the face of 
the earth. 
In Mexico there are more 
men of Indian lineage today than in the 
time of Montezuma. 
English colonists 
in America brought their wives with 
them, and the civilization that they 
planted was the European civilization, 
lu Mexico the Spaniard came along, 
and the first thing he did was to marry 
an Indian girl, and so tile present Mex­ 
ican race is the result of the union of 
the strongest men of Spain and the 
most attractive women of the Aztecs. 
"Today in the United States the In­ 
dian is a ward of the nation. In Mexio 
he is free and the equal of every other 
citizen, fieuito Juarez, the great liber­ 
ator of Mexico, was a full blooded Za 
potec Indian. 
Porfirio Diaz, Mexico’s 
present great president, combines Indian 
with European blood in his veins. Ma- 
tias Romero, for almost half a century 
Mexico’s representative in. the United 
States, bas the best blood of both races 
| in his veins, and the men who are rul- 
! lug Mexico now are of Indian ancestry,

If all factories east of the Rocky moun­ 
tains were rn operation today the de­ 
mand for pipe would be only 30 per 
cent of the product. Those who are able 
to produce extraordinary large pipe are 
the only ones who have an opportunity 
to recover the losses they sustain in 
making smaller sizes.

To no department of the postoffice 
work is more time and attention devoted 
by Hie present administration than to 
the rural delivery. First Assistant Post­ 
master General Heath is constantly de­ 
vising improvements in the service, and 
he is ably seconded by Superintendent 
of Free Delivery A. W. Mlichen. 
Mr. 
Alachen has ordered the trial for experi­ 
ment in free rural delivery, which, if it 
realizes what is claimed for it, will lit­ 
erally establish a postoffice on wheels 
for every country community contigu­ 
ous to a country town of moderate size. 
Mr. Machcn selected the town of 
Westminster as the central point of his 
experiment. He closed a contract where 
by Mr. Edwin A. Shriver, for $1,375 
per annum, binds himself to make a 
tour daily, except Sunday, over a cir 
en it of more than 30 miles, collecting 
and delivering letters and mail of every 
other kind, issuing and paying out mon­ 
ey orders, registering and delivering reg­ 
istered letters— in a word, performing 
for the farmers in the vicinity of West­ 
minster all the functions performed by 
tho postmaster at Westminster. 
Mr. 
Shriver is to furnish a two horse cover­ 
ed wagon, the necessary assistance iii 
tho way of driver and postal clerk, and 
is to establish a p eram b u lato r postal 
service. 
f ic h u s designed a wagon ex­ 
pressly for The service, not unlike the 
wagons employed in some of the larger 
cities used for collecting the mail aud 
preparing it for forwarding en route. 
Mr. {Shriver’s wagon will leave West­ 
minster at 7 o'clock every morning ex­ 
cept Sonday. Before that hour the fast 
mail from Baltimore and the east has 1 
arrived. The local mails from the west 
and the star ioute mails are also iii the 
office, and the mail for his route has 
been sorted oat. He drives first to Friz 
zellsbnrg, which 
is 4% 
miles from 
Westminster. 
Here he delivers all the 
m ail for that office, and takes up the 
mail intended for all the other points on 
his route, including Westminster. 
His 
next stopping point is Wakefield, 5 
m ilesdistaut; then Medford, 2 % miles; 
then Avondale, 2% miles; then War- 
fieldsburg, 3 miles; then Smallwood, 4 
miles; then {Sandy Mount, 4 miles; 
then Carrollton, 2 miles, and thence 
hack to Westminster, 4 miles, making 
a total circuit of 31% miles. This is the 
circuit mapped out for the first or ex­ 
perimental route, lf it succeeds similar 
routes will be established all over the 
country. Mr. S h riv ers wagon has been 
built for him by the government, and 
it is a provision of his oontraot that if J 
the plan proves to be feasible the gov- j 
eminent will pay him a fixed sum for i 
every wagon it builds for future routea 
I 
It will require 9 or IO hours for Mr. : 
{Shriver to make bis route. 
He will re- i 
turn to Westminster every evening in 
time to catch the mail trains east aud 
west. There are eight postoflices on his ! 
route. 
At every postoffice he will ex­ 
change mails. Thus, at Frizzelisburg he 
leaves the mail from Westminster for 
that office aud for all the little offices 
between those two towns. He takes with 
bim all mail from Frizzelisburg and the 
intermediate 
points 
between it aud 
Westminster intended for other points 
on his route aud all the railroad mail. 
As the service now exists, all matter for 
the points on the route are brought first 
to Westminster by the star routes and 
the railroads, and then sent out again. 
For example, a letter mailed today at 
Frizzelisburg for Smallwood goes hack 
to Westminster, and is tomorrow de­ 
livered at its destination. 
Under the 
new system, Mr. Shrivers wagon picks 
up the letter at Frizzelisburg ami car­ 
ries it directly to {Smallwood, deliver 
ing it a few hours after it has been 
mailed. 
Matter can be mailed at any point 
along the route where a person meets 
the mail wagon. Matter will be deliver­ 
ed at any point aloug the route where 
the person desiring his letters delivered 
will put up a suitable mail box. 
Every 
farmer living within a mile or two of 
the route can put up a box with his 
name plainly marked on it, ami Mr. 
Shriver will drop all mail intended for 
him in this box. 
There will also tie 
made arrangements by which the wagon 
will collect all 
letters left in these 
boxes. 
It is intended that farmers de- | 
siring to adopt this easy method of re j 
ceiving or sending mail will provide 
Mr. Shriver with a duplicate key to 
their letter box, so that he can unlock 
the box and take out letters to ne for­ 
warded 
Villages along the route that 
have no postoffice can thus supply them­ 
selves with a daily postal service. Farm­ 
ers living along the route thus have a 
quick communication with one another, 
which is impossible under th* old sys­ 
tem. 
Money orders and registered let­ 
ters will be delivered by Mr. Shriver, 
aud he will be appointed a postal clerk 
to authorize him to issue money orders 
and registered letters. 
It the project 
turns out successfully, as the depart­ 
ment 
believes it will, every farmer 
along the route will have as complete a 
daily postal service as the resident of 


department, declares that any one can 
cat spiders and sufTir no more ill effects 
from them than if tiny had eaten a 
piece of chick* n ora radish.

are establishing a plant at G rant’s Pass 
for the manufacture of pine needles into 
a fabric very like woolen cloth.

never before has it occurred to any one 
that in the forest of Oregon is better 
material and more of it for the m anu­ 
facture of pine wool than anyplace else offer of citizenship and the privilege of

“ If is Ilk* ly,“ says Walter S. Logan, 
attorney 
Dr the Delaware 
Indians, 
“ that tin- Toited States will soon see 
the la*R of tinm. The Delawares have a 
peculiar history. 
They met William 
Penn upon his arrival and with them 
he negotiated the lemons treaty. 
They 
stood as a solid wall between European 
settlers on the east and the ferocious In­ 
dian tribes on the west. 
They were 
known as ‘peaceful’ Indians, ever ready 
to defend their rights, if necessary. 
when 
attacked, hut never provoking 
trouble nor making an attack them ­ 
selves 
It is doubtful w hether the early 
English settleim lits in the United Slates 
could have been maintained if it bail 
not been for their friendship. 
’Logan, 
the friend of the white m an ,’ was a 
Delaware chief. 
“ Originally tho Delawares and the 
kindred A l g o n q u i n tribes occupied more 
than two-thirds of 
all the territory 
w h i c h c o n s t i t u t e d the original United 
M a t e s , from the Peuobscots to the S a ­ 
vannahs and a w a y beyond tho Ailegha- 
n i e s t o w a r d 
t h e Mississippi, and they 
numbered nearly 100,000 souls. 
Euro­ 
pean civilization, ever pressing them on 
the east, drove them westward and west­ 
ward, until finally what were left of 
them were peaceably settled in Kansas, 
wheri the treaty was made iii 1866. 
“ The Delawares 
had 
been 
loyal 
through the civil war and many of the 
tribe served with honor and distortion 
in the Union army. The Cherokees, on 
the other hand, sided with the south. 
The white men wanted the Delaware 
country in Kansas, aud the fact, that 
the Delaware braves had stood side by 
; side with them iii defense of the Union 
was not strong enough to protect them. 
But this land had been solemnly guar­ 
anteed to the Delawares by the United 
j States, and the faith of the nation was 
behind the Delaware title. 
Again the 
| Delawares proved themselves the friends 
of the white man. 
Fertile as was their 
new found home on the plains of Kan­ 
sas. much as they bad become attached 
to if. they consented to move again. So 
the* treaty of 1866 was male. 
“ A suit is now pending in the United 
States court of claims and will be tried 
this winter to determine the rights of 
the parties under the contract. 
The 
Delawares claim that as they bought 
and paid for two things— to wit, land 
and the privileges of citizenship— they 
are entitled to both. 
The Cherokees 
claim 
that the Delawares must pat 
their land back into the common pool 
and divide up with the Cherokees. 
“ Whatever the result of th issr.it,” 
continued Mr. Logan, “ the Delawares 
have determined that they will shake 
the dust of the United {States from the 
sob s of their moccasins. 
They foresee 
that the Indian Territory is soon to he 
opened up to the white man. 
They are 
not strong enough to resist the terrible 
aud constant pressure. 
They have the 
best lauds in the United States, and the 
white man is bound to have them. The

Mrs. Emma Frat, s.* of Pottstown, 
Pa., widow of Harman Francis, has 
been notified that she has been allowed 
a widow’s pension of $S per month and 
$2 additional for each of ber four young 
children, to date back to February, 1894 
This is a peculiar case. Her late hus­ 
band became a soldier in the Ninety- 
seventh Pennsylvania volunteers in the 
civil war. 
In the winter of ’63 he re­ 
enlisted and came home on a veteran’s 
furlough. 
At the expiration of his fur­ 
lough he was too ill to return, and his 
brother George, who resembled him, 
donned his brother’s uniform and took 
his place in the rank of his company, 
and it is said that several months 
elapsed before the captain knew of the 
exchange, and then, in the midst of the 
campaign of 1863, the m atter was nev­ 
er reported to the authorities at Wash­ 
ington, and George was finally mastered 
oat aud received his discharge in the 
name of Harman Francis. After the war 
he was given a pension for disabilities 
received before Petersburg, Va. 
Harman died abont five years ago, 
and his widow made application for a 
pension. She knew nothing of her hus­ 
band’s soldier record, but an investiga­ 
tion showed that her brother-in-law was 
drawing a pension under ber husband’s 
name, and it was believed then to be ir­ 
regular by her friends, and be was ar­ 
rested. 
The pension authorities then 
looked the m atter up and found the facts 
as above stated. Congressmen Wanger 
aud Butler secured special legislation 
and bad the dead soldier’s name placed 
upon the rolls and a discharge issued, 
aud the pension to the widow is the re­ 
sult.

Per Capita Coat of Converting Them 
to the Chrlctlnn Faith. 
The Baptist Missionary Magazine has 
given its readers some canons facts in 
presenting to them the cost of convert­ 
ing heathens tbrongbont the world to 
the Christian faith. From the statistics 
fam ished it woald appear that the prioe 
varies, bat whether those who cost 
more are any better or more effectually 
converted than those who cost least has 
not been determined. From the list it 
appears that Mwbat God both wrought 
in the last eight years" is divided ap as 
follows: Methodist converts in general 
cost $42.08 apiece, and this sum is di­ 
vided between the Methodist Episcopal 
ohnrch, whose converts cost $24, and 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South, 
converts to which body cost $886. 
Large as theee figures appear, they 
are mach smaller than formerly, when 
the Southern Baptists paid oat in cash 
$4,540 per head for each convert secured 
by missionaries. The Congregationalists 
paid oat $176 a head, the Presbyterians 
$232, the Northern church paying $297, 
the Southern $280, while the United 
cot the average down by paying only 
$76, while the Cnmberlands paid $445. 
These figures, if correct, give the com­ 
mercial cost of converts, and as there is 
no way of comparing commercial cost 
with the spiritnal value those who con­ 
tribute to the foreign mission fund may 
enjoy the gratification of knowing how 
mach money has been paid out without 
being able to mathematically demon­ 
strate bow mach good has been done.— 
Memphis Commercial Appeal.

Fnnif of 9190,000 Needed to 
port Ten Thonaand to the 
S ta t* a—They Have 945,000 Now—Op­ 
position From Powderly. 


Under the auspices of Count Tolstoi 
and other prominent literary workers a 
fund is being raised to aid in obtaining 
religious tolerance in various corners of 
the earth for the persecntad Doukho- 
bortsi, or spirit wrestlers, of the Cau­ 
casus. 
In the United States friends of 
the sect have received an option on ex­ 
tensive tracts of lands in Oregon and 
Washington from the Northern Pacific 
and the Canadian Pacific railroads. 
Three colonies of these persecuted Rus­ 
sians, whose tenets in some respects re­ 
semble those of the Quakers, are already 
established under the protection of the 
Canadian government in Winnipeg, 
Manitoba and Ottawa. 
Aylmer Maude, an Englishman of 
wealth, who has been living with Count 
Tolstoi and who came to the United 
States recently in the interests of the 
Doukhobortsi, bas solicited government 
influence with a view to obtaining lands 
in the west. Climatic conditions in the 
northwest, Mr. Maude says, are most 
nearly like those in Russia, so that in 
that part of the country the exiles would 
thrive and soon become energetic Amer­ 
ican citizens. Count Tolstoi has sent an 
urgent appeal to the United States for 
funds to aid in the emigration of the i 
oppressed Doukhobortsi, who have been 
fcnown for some time as his “ pets," 
from the deep interest which he has 
evinced in their welfare. 
In honor of 
Tolstoi’s seventieth birthday the money 
collected by the American committee, 
of which W illiam Dean Howells of 
New York is chairman, will be called 
the Tolstoi fund, and will be offered to 
the Dookbobortsi through their famous 
frieud. 
To transport this seot, comprising 
10,000 persons, $150,000 will be re­ 
quired. Of this aum the committee in 
England bas already raised $20,000. 
This, together with the aum of $25,000 
which wa* pat aside a few years ago 
by the Doukhobortsi themselves for this 
purpose, ia sufficient to commence the 
emigration. 
Several letters have been 
received from prominent persona in the 
United States which lead the committee 
to believe that the ultim ate success of 
the project is assured. 
Terence V. Powderly, immigration 
commissioner, bas raised 
bis voice 
against the colonization of Tolstoi’s 
“ pets” in the United States. When Mr. 
Powderly first read that these victims 
of the czar's persecution were to be col­ 
onized in the United States, be is said 
to have declared that he woald stop any 
snob movement. Mr. Powderly believes 
that there is enongb suffering in the 
United States requiring relief. 
The 
country is 
already overcrowded, he 
said, and needs no more paupers. 
In reply to Mi. Powderly’a contention 
a frieud Of the Doukhobortsi said to me 
the other afternoon: “ Mr. Powderly 
forgets that these people are not coming 
to the crowded cities of the east. They 
are accustomed to extensive agriculture 
—chiefly the cultivation of grain—and 
a dry climate, with cold winters. Prac­ 
ticing communism aud understanding 
all needful handicrafts, their commu­ 
nity, when established, would be entire­ 
ly self supporting. 
A poi ti on of the 
ground in Oregon and Washington that 
baa been chosen by Mr. Ma ode for the 
colony is now under onltivation. Other 
lands are still uncleared. The railroad 
companies have acted generously in the 
matter. They are willing to allow the j 
members of the sect to occupy and work 
the land without immediate paym ent! 
for its use. 
It is greatly to be desired 
that before winter some of the emigrants 
may be settled in order to prepare the 
ground for next year’s crops.” 
For the last IOO years the Doukho­ 
bortsi have suffered Russian persecu­ 
tion. Their refusal to Lear arms caused 
their banishment under a decree of 
Paul I as early as 1799. 
Men, women 
and children were carried away to a liv­ 
ing death in the Siberian mines. Again 
the Russian authorities are doing all in 
their power to rid themselves of the re­ 
maining members of the sect. 
A date 
has been set for their final removal, and 
it is said that those who bold firm to 
their convictions will perish from ex­ 
haustion and starvation it they remain 
in Russia another winter.

It will be a form 
of communism where men shall not con­ 
tend with, but love one another, where 
service shall be given for service in true 
brotherhood aud not for personal gain, 
where there shall be none who lack and 
none who grow rich at the expense of 
their fellows, where good order shall be 
preserved by the power of love aud in­ 
telligence, and not by prison aud police.

The Baptist Missionary Magazine has 
given its readers some cnrions facts in 
presenting to them the cost of convert­ 
ing heathens tbrongbont the world to 
the Christian faith. From the statistics 
famished it woald appear that the prioe 
varies, bat whether those who cost 
more are any better or more effectually 
converted than those who cost least has 
not been determined. 
From the list it 
appears that "what God hath wrought 
in the last eight years" is divided up aa 
follows: Methodist converts in general 
cost $42.08 apiece, and this sum is di­ 
vided between the Methodist Episcopal 
church, whose converts oost $24, and 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South, 
converts to which body cost $886. 
Large as these figures appear, they 
are much smaller than formerly, when 
the Southern Baptists paid out in cash 
$4,540 per head for each convert secured 
by missionaries. The Congregationalists 
paid oat $176 a head, the Presbyterians 
$282, the Northern chnrch paying $297, 
the Southern $280, while the United 
cot the average down by paying only 
$76, while the Cnmberlands paid $445. 
These figures, if correct, give the com­ 
mercial cost of converts, and as there is 
no way of comparing commercial cost 
with the spiritual value those who con­ 
tribute to the foreign mission fund may 
enjoy the gratification of knowing how 
mach money has been paid out without 
being able to mathematically demon­ 
strate bow much good has been done.— 
Memphis Commercial Appeal.

O. W. Parker, who has spent some 
time in the past summer examining the 
country, believes that a series of swamps 
exists, occupying the site of an ancient 
glacial valley and but little, if any, 
higher than tho lakes. He said recon tly: 
“ My father and myself, together with 
Mr. Dennison, are of the opinion that 
such a canal can be made to pay. 
We 
have preliminary estimates, which are. 
of course, not based on any scientific 
data, that it can be built for $4,000,000 
If it could be built for double that sum, 
I think it would pay good interest on ' 
its cost. 
It will be big enough to ac­ 
commodate all craft on the lakes ai 
save 300 miles iu distance. 
Ah projei 
ed to go through from either the head 
of the little Buy de Noquette, above Es- , 
canaba, or from Manistique to a point I 
on Train bay, it would be only about 
40 miles long 
We estimate that the 
saving in time to steam vessels will bo I 
24 hours. 
It is generally reckoned that ' 
the cost of lake tr; ffic is I mill a ton per : 
mile, so that by shortening the route 
300 miles we shall save SO oente a ton 
Tolls at tho rate of IO cents a ton would 
give a good interest on the cost of the J 
canal. ” 
Lyman E. Cooley said: “ I should cer- j 
tainly like to see this canal built, and 
if there is such a pass between the two j 
lakes as Mr. Parker expects to find it 
would undoubtedly pay, but the only 
definite information on this point i s J 
contained in a report made by the state 
geologist, L. L. Hubbard. 
That official 
states that there is probably a glacial 
depression across the peninsula. Accord­ 
ing to iii"gt topographical maps of the 
region the general level of the divide 
between the two lakes is 300 feet above 
Lake Superior. It would not pay to lock 
up and down this height, even if the 
water tor lockage could be bad, which 
is doubtful. Everything depends on the 
height of the country. ” —Chicago Rec­ 
ord.

TH E A TE R ON FAST TRAINS. 


New Scheme to Be InaoKaratrii bv 
Manager John F. Harley. 
Several of the through trains running 
out of New York are soon to be equip­ 
ped with luxurious vaudeville cars fit­ 
ted up with all the accessories of a reg­ 
ular theater. This startling innovation, 
which marks a new era in the comforts 
of railroad travel, will Hist be tried on 
the Lehigh Valley system aud the 
Nickel Plate railroad. 
The first theat­ 
rical car will be run on the Black Dia 
mood express on April I, 1899. One of 
these cars is now being built for John 
F. Harley, a well known theatrical 
manager, who will provide the enter­ 
tainments. 
The various shows given 
will consist of vaudeville performances 
and concerts, the stage being too small 
for all but the simpler theatrical pro­ 
ductions. 
Contracts have already been 
signed w ith several railroad companies 
which make it possible to give these 
performances, charging about the same 
prices as are asked in the regular thea­ 
ters.

The old qaestion of the format iou of a 
•ewer pipe frost has been reopened by 
the announcement that F . L. Tappscott 
is again endeavoring to pnrchase all 
plant* along the Ohio river. 
A dispatch 
sent out from Pittsborg says : 
“ The sewer pipe manufacturers of the 
muq for 
Ohio valley are considering a consolida­ 
tion proposition submitted by F. L. 
Tappscott. of New 
York 
city. 
who 
claims to represent certain capitalists 
who desire to acquire the terra cotta 
plants. 
The proposition is for the pur­ 
chase outright of all sewer pipe plants 
in case a suitable valuation is arrived at. 
This question of a proper valuation has 
thus far proved the hitch, as Tappscott 
wants to about cut in two values placed 
on the plants bv their owners.’' 
A manufacturer is credited by the 
Steubenville Gazette with thinking the 
offer is a fake, and, continuing, says 
that 60 per cent of the sewer pipe works 
east of tne Rockies are closed down on 
account of low price*, aud the business 
is in a deplorable condition, brought 
about by compet ition and rate cutting. 
If ail factories east of the Rocky moun­ 
tains w e re iu operation today the de­ 
mand for pipe would be only SO per 
oent of the product. Those who are able 
to produoe extraordinary large pipe are 
the only ones who have an opportunity 
to recover the losses they sustain in 
making smaller sizes.

To no department of tho postoffice 
work is more time and attention devoted 
by the present administration than to 
tho rural delivery. First Assistant Post­ 
master General Heath is constantly de­ 
vising improvements In the service, and 
he is ably seconded by Superintendent 
of Free Delivery A. W. Machen. 
Mr. 
Machen has ordered the trial for experi­ 
ment in free rural delivery, which, if it 
realizes what is claimed for it, will lit­ 
erally establish a postoffice on wheels 
for every country community contigu­ 
ous to a country town of moderate size. 
Mr. Machen selected the 
town of 
Westminster as the central point of his 
experiment. He closed a contract where 
by Mr. Edwin A. Shriver, for ft 1 ,3 7 5 
per annum, binds himself to make a 
tour daily, except Sunday, over a cir 
coit of more than 20 miles, collecting 
and delivering letters and mail of every 
other kind, issuing and paying out mon­ 
ey orders, registering aud delivering reg­ 
istered letters— in a word, performing 
for the farmers in the vicinity of West- 1 
miustei all the functions performed by 
the postmaster at Westminster. 
Mr. 
Shriver is to furnish a two horse cover­ 
ed wagon, the necessary assistance in 
tho way of driver aud postal ch rk, and 
is to establish a perambulatory postal I 
service. 
Htw bas designed a wagon ex­ 
pressly for the service, not unlike the 
wagons employed in some of the larger 
cities used for collecting the mail and 
preparing it for forwarding en route. 
Mr. fchriver’s wagon will leave West­ 
minster at 7 o’clock every morning ex­ 
cept Sunday. 
Before that hour the fast 
mail from Baltimore and the east has j 
arrived. 
Tho local mails from the west 
and the star loute mails are also iii the 
office, and the mail for his route has 
been sorted out. lie drives first to Priz- 
zellsburg, which 
is 4% 
miles from i 
Westminster. 
Here he delivers all the 
office, and takes up the 
mail intended for all the other points on 
his route, including Westminster. 
His 
next stopping 
point is Wakefield, 5 j 
m ilesdistaut; then Medford, 2% miles; 
then Avondale, 2% miles; then War- 
fieldsburg, 3 miles; then Smallwood, 4 
miles; 
then Bundy Mount, 4 miles; 
then Carrollton, 2 miles, and thence 
back to Westminster, 4 miles, making 
a total circuit of 31% miles. This is the 
circuit mapped out for the first or ex­ 
perimental route, lf it succeeds similar 
routes will he established all over the 
country. Mr. Sh river’s wagon has been 
built for him by the government, and 
it is a provision of his coutruot that if 
the plan proves to bo feasible the gov­ 
ern ment will pay him a fixed sum for 
every wagon it builds for future routes. 
It will require 9 or IO hours for Mr. 
Shriver to make his route. 
He will re- 
turn to Westminster every evening in 
time to catch the mail trains east aud 
west. 
There are eight postoffice* on his 
route. 
At every postotfioe he will ex­ 
change mails. Thus, at Frizzellsburg he 
leaves the mail from Westminster for 
that office aud for all the little ofllcos 
between those two towns. He takes with 
him all mail from Frizzellsburg and the 
intermediate 
points 
between 
it aud 
Westminster intended for other points 
on his route aud all the railroad mail. 
As the service now exists, all matter for 
the points on the route are brought first 
to Westminster by the star routes and 
the lailroads, and then sent out again. 
For example, a Jotter mailed today at 
Frizzellsburg for Smallwood goes back 
to Westminster, aud is tomorrow de­ 
livered at its destination. 
Under the 
new system, Mr. Shriver’* wagon picks 
up the letter at Frizzellsburg aud car 
ries it directly to Smallwood, deliver 
ing it a few hours atter it bas boon 
mailed. 
Matter can be mailed at any poiut 
along the route where a person meets 
the mail wagon. Matter will be deliver­ 
ed at any point aloug the route where 
the person desiring his letters delivered 
will put up a suitable mail box. 
Every 
farmer living within a mile or two of 
the route can put up a box with his 
uame plainly marked ou it. and Mr. 
Shriver will drop all mail intended for 
hun in thit box.

WOOL FROM PINE TREES. 


K fw I n d u s t r y A b o u t to He L a u n c h e d 
In th e **tnt«» o f O r e g o n . 
Most men would as soon think of 
gathering figs off thistles as wool off 
pine trees, yet that is just what the pro­ 
mote! s of a new Oregon industry pro­ 
pose to do. 
Mr. and Mrs. D. A. Cords 
are establishing a plant at G rant’s Pass 
for the manufacture of pine needles into 
a fabric very like woolen cloth. 
There 
is nothing new in this industry. 
It has 
been carried ou in Europe for years, but 
never before has it occurred to any oue 
that in the forest of Oregon is better 
material ami more of it for the manu 
facture of pine wool than any place else 
in the world. 
Mr. rod Mrs. Cords are enthusiasts, 
but are practical minded withal and do 
not purpose to start in on too large a 
scale. 
They intend first to make mate­ 
rial of the consistency of excelsior for 
mattresses; afret that they will manu­ 
facture the cotton which is used for un­ 
derclothing, bandages and other pur­ 
poses where a soft aud pliable fabric is 
required. 
Only the inner fabric of the ( 
needles can be used for the latter, aud 
the process IS expensive, but no more so | 
than that of the luauufactuia of Iamb’s 
wool. 
Mrs. Cords is familiar w lfh flu* proc­ 
ess of manufacturing labncs from pine 
needles in Germany and France, aud in 
a visit, to Oregon something more than a 
y* ar ago it occurred to her that the pine 
trees here were better suited to the pur­ 
poses of manufacture than those of the 
continent 
A little investigation con­ 
vinced her that it would tie worth while 
to try the experiment, and, with the as­ 
sistance o f her husband, she (darted a 
small factory at Grant's Pass. M achine- 


“ lr is likely, ” says Walter S. Logan, 
attorney 
tor the Delaware 
Indians,

i Penn upon his arrival aud with them 
I he negotiated the lamon* treaty.

stood as a solid wall between European

known as- ‘ peaceful’ Indians, ever ready 
to defend their 
rights, it necessary, 
: when 
attacked, 
but never provoking 
trouble nor making an attack them 
selves 
It is doubtful whether the early 
English FettleiiK lits in the United States 
could have been maintained if it hod 
not beeu for their friendship. 
'Logan, 
the friend of the white m an,’ was a 
Delaware chief. 
“ Originally the Delawares and the 
kindred Algonquin tribes occupied more 
than two-thirds of 
all the territory 
W h ic h constituted the original United 
States, from the Peuobecots to the Sa­ 
vannahs and away beyond the A Hegira- 
nies toward the Mississippi, and they 
numb' red nearly 100,000 souls. 
Euro­ 
pean civilization, ever pressing them on 
tin* east, drove them westward and west­ 
ward, until finally what were left of 
th* in were peaceably settled In Kansas, 
where the forearm was made in 1 8 6 6 . 
“ The Delawares 
had 
been 
loyal 
through th** civil war aud many of the 
tribe served with honor and distinction 
in the Union army. 
The Cherokees, on 
the other hand, sided with the south. 
The white men wanted the Delaware 
country iii Kansas, aud the fact, that 
tile Delaware braves had stood side by 
side with them in defense of the Union I 
was not strong enough to protect them. 
Bot this land bad been solemnly guar­ 
anteed to the Delawares by the United 
states, and the faith of the nation was 
behind the Delaware title. 
Again the 
Delawares proved themselves the friends 
of the white man. 
Fertile as was their 
new found home on the plains of Kau 
sas. much as they had become attached 
to it. tiny consented to move again. So 
the treaty of 1866 was made. 
“ A suit is now pending in the United 
Flutes court of claims and will be tried 
this winter to determine tho rights of 
the parties under the contract. 
The 
Delawares claim that as they bought 
and paid for two things— to wit, laud 
and the privileges of citizenship— they 
are entitled to both. 
The Cherokees 
claim 
that the Delawares must pot 
their land back into the common pool 
and divide up with the Cherokees. 
"W hatever the result of this suit,” 
j continued Mr. Logan, “ the Delawares 
have determined that they will shake 
the dust of the United Mates from the 
soles of their moccasins. 
They foresee 
that the Indian Territory is soon to be 
opened up to the white man. 
They are 
not cfroug enough to resist the terrible 
uud constant pressure. 
They have the 
best lands in the United States, aud the 
white man is bound to have them. The 
offer of citizenship and the privilege of 
voting contained in the recently passed 
Curtis bill have no allurements for the 
Delaware. 
He has had too much expe- . 
ricnce with the white man. 
The Mexi J 
can republic, our sister on the south, 
asks th*- Delawares to transfer their 
allegiance, und offers to welcome them 
to hospitable homes.

ar* 'intl the mouth of the Y.iqui river ou 
the gulf of Californite in the state of j

Sonora, fertile as the valley of the Nile,

seems to be little doubt tliut they will 
move to Sonora as fast as they can sell 
out their interests in the United States. 
“ The republic of Mexico has dealt 
more kindly with her Indians than the 
United States,” said Mr. Logan. “ Our 
fathers wiped the Indians off the face of 
the earth. 
In Mexico there are more 
men of Indian lineage today than in the 
time of Montezuma.

Emma Frat. if of Pottstown, 
Pa., widow of Harman Francis, has 
been notified that i-he has been allowed 
a widow’s pension of $H per month and 
$2 additional for each of ber four young 
children, to date bark to February, 1894. 
This is a peculiar case. Her late hus­ 
band became a soldier in the Ninety- 
seventh Pennsylvania volunteers in the 
civil war. 
In the winter of ’63 he re­ 
enlisted and came home on a veteran’s 
furlough. 
At the expiration of his fur­ 
lough he was too ill to return, and his 
brother George, who resembled bim, 
donned his brother’s uniform and took naHnH- 
his place in the rank of bis company, 
and it is said that several mouths 
alapsed before the captain knew of the 
exchange, and then, in the midst of tim 
campaign of 1863, the matter was nev­ 
er reported to the authorities at Wash­ 
ington, and George was finally mustered 
out aud received his discharge in the 
name of Harman Francis. After the war 
be was given a pension for disabilities 
received before Petersburg, Va. 
Harman died about five years ago, 
and his widow marie application for a 
pension. She knew nothing of her hus­ 
band’s soldier record, but an investiga­ 
tion showed that ber brother-in-law* was 
drawing a pension under her husband’s 
name, aud it was believed then to be ir­ 
regular by her friends, and he was ar­ 
rested.

P e r C a p ita C ost o f C o n v e r t i n g T h e m 
t o t h e C h r i s t i a n F a i t h . 
The Baptist Missionary Magazine has 
given its readers some curions facts in 
presenting to them the cost of convert­ 
ing heathens throughout the world to 
the Christian faith. From the statistics 
furnished it would appear that the price 
varies, but whether those who cost 
more are any better or more effectually 
converted than those who cost least has 
not been determined. 
From the list it 
appears that “ what God hath wrought 
in the last eight years" is divided up as 
follows: Methodist converts in general 
cost $42.08 apiece, and this sum is di­ 
vided between the Methodist Episcopal 
church, whose converts cost $24, and 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South, 
converts to which body cost $886. 
Large as these figures appear, they 
are much smaller than formerly, when 
the Southern Baptists paid out in cash 
$4,540 per head for each convert secured 
by missionaries. The Congregationalists 
paid out $176 a bead, the Presbyterians 
$282, the Northern church paying $297, 
the Southern $280, while the United 
cut the average down by paying only 
$76, while the Cuinberlands paid $445. 
These figures, if correct, give the com­ 
mercial cost of converts, and as there is 
no way of comparing commercial cost 
with the spiritual value those who con­ 
tribute to the foreign mission fund may 
enjoy the gratification of knowing how 
much money bas been paid out without 
being able to malht rustically demon­ 
strate bow much good has been done.— 
Memphis Commercial Appeal.

Three co lo n ies of these persecuted Rub- j 
siaus, whose tenets in some respects re- j 
Bomble those of the Quakers, are already 
established under the protection of the 
Canadian government in 
Winnipeg, 
Manitoba and Ottawa. 
Aylmer Maude, an Englishman of 
wealth, who his been living with Count 
Tolstoi and who came to the United 
States recently in the interests of the j 
Doukhobortai, has solicited government 
influence with a view to obtaining lauds 
in the west. Climatic conditions in the 
northwest, Mr. Maude says, are most 
nearly like those in Russia, so that in 
that part of the country the exiles would 
thrive and soon become energetic Amer- j 
ican citizens. Count Tolstoi bas sent an 
urgent appeal to the United States for 
fonds to aid in the emigration of the 
oppressed Doukbobortsi, who have been 
known for some time as his “ pets,” 
from the deep interest which he has 
evinced in their welfare. 
In honor of 
Tolstoi’s seventieth birthday the money 
collected by the American committee, 
of which William Dean Howells of 
Now York is chairman, will be called 
the Tolstoi fund, and will be offered to 
the Doukbobortsi through their famous 
friend. 
To transport this sect, comprising ; 
10,000 persons, $150,000 will be re­ 
quired. 
Of this sum the committee in 
England has already raised $20,000. 
This, together with the sam of $25,000 
which was pat aside a few years ago 
by the Doukbobortsi themselves for this 
purpose, is sufficient to commence the 
emigration. 
Several letters have been 
received from prominent persons in the 
United States which lead the committee 
to believe that the ultim ate success of 
the project is assured.

Parker, who bas spent some 
time in the past summer examining tile 
country, believes that a series of swamps 
exists, occupying the site of an ancient 
glacial valley and but little, if any, 
higher than the lakes. He said rece ntly: 
“ Aly father aud myself, together with 
Mr. Dennison, are of the opinion that 
such a canal can be made to pay. 
We 
have preliminary estimates, which are. 
of course, not based on any scientific 
data, that it can be built, for $4,000,000 
If it could be built for double that sum. 
I think it would pay good interest on 
its cost. 
It will be big euough to ac 
commodate all craft on the lakes ai 
save 800 miles in distance. 
Ah projet 
ed to go through from either the head 
of the little Bay de Noquette, above Es­ 
canaba, or from Manistique to a point 
on Train bay. it would be only about 
40 miles long 
We estimate that the
